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MISSIONARY SPIRIT OF A YOUNG SWISS. 


In the London Baptist Magazine, for | 


November, we find aw interesting aceount 
of a Baptist Missionary, who went a short 
time since from Switzerland to carry the 
good news of salvation to ‘he distant regi 
ons of Tartary. The information is con- 
tained in the following extract of a letter 
to the Secretary of the Baptist Missiona- 
ry Society from his friend the Rev W. Ul 
Angas, who has been for some time past 
engaged in visiling the churches of the 
Baptist denomination on the continent of 
Kurope. 
Basle, Sept 24,1823. 

In passing through the Prussian chureh- 
es, lobtained tidings of a young man, a 
native of Switzerland. and by name Dan 
iel Sehalatter, whom I think the Commit- 
tee will consider worthy of their attention 
He served in the capacity of merchant's 
elerk in the town of St. Gailen, for a num 
ber of years, with great credit to himself 
comfort to his family, and advaniage to 
his employer. Very early in life his moth- 
er’s pious care for his soul, was blessed to 
his conversion. As he rose in years he 
was accustomed to read missionary intel 
ligence with great avidity. Ashe read. 
he feli a growing interest in the Lord's 
work among the heathen, until at length 
this came to a burning desire. that one 
day He might open a door for bim also in 
to the wide fields of Missionary labour 
His prayers to this effect. after some years, 
were graciously answered, so that he 
found himself at liberty to apply to the 
Missionary lustitution here for admittanee 
as a student. But as he had embraced 
the sentiments of Adult Baptism, he 
could not, consistenils with the rules of 
the institution, be taken upon its estab 
lishment. For the great regard, however,

By 
this means he thinks to be able to live un- 
iil he acquires the language, Ae hile he has 
| the best opportunity of beeoming aequaint- 
ed with the Tartar character in all is 
bearings. and recommending that cospel 
whieh he hopes soon to be able to preach 
to them in a speaking life and conversa- 
tion 

He has, if seems, enjoyed a liberal edu 

‘eation, and by nature a constitution of bo 

dy. for hardihood, and robustness, seldom 
perhaps or never equalled. Indeed in the 
possibility of his one day being called to 
this work, he had for years previous, pre 

pared himself for enduring hardness and 
bodily privation in every possible way. 
For some years he has never slept ina 
bed, nor drank any thing stronger than 
water. ‘The extraordinary decision and 
consistency of his character, his unassum- 
ing modesty, and deep piety, have already 
won a great many hearts to him, on his way 
through the Prussian states, particalarly 
wherever be met with the friends of Jesus. 

Inthe city of Konig-berg, where he 
called, and where the excellent of the 
earth are not few. he appears to have been 
well reeeived : and I find by the last mis- 
<ionary accounts from that place, that the 
Konigsberg Braneh Society, Auxiliary to 
the Berlin Missionary Institation, had re- 
mitted hina fifty dollars, about 9/, sterling 
by way of rendering his situation more 
‘tolerable, and cheering his solitude with 
this token of theirlove. On my way out 
of Bavaria into Switzerland, [ passed 
throuch St) Galien, Sehalatier’s native 
place. and where indeed are all his rela 
tions LT availed myself, therefore. of the 
opportunity to make preper inquiry con. 
eernirg his character, and found in every 
quarter where Lasked, all to agree with 
what I had heard elsewhere, and even 
much to his eredit visited his mother. 
who is truly a mother in Israel, and who 
is maintained by her other two sons, in 
business in St Gallen  Talso called on 
his aunt, who is considered as the Mrs. 
Hannah More of Switzerland, and is living 
in St. Gallen with a numerous tamil 
found among other things that Daniel had 
been at home ona visit from Tartary, and 
returned thither some few months ago. 
There are circumstances attending this 
visit which will give a further insight in- 
to his character. His affection for hia 
mother (some years since a widow) is al- 
most proverbial in St. Gallen She was 
visited with an indisposition that threaten- 
ed her life, and conceiving a very strong 
desire to see ber son Daniel once more, he 
was written to accordingly. This sad 
news he made known to his master, Ab- 
dallah. and obtained permission to return. 
He set off therefore the sameday a jour 
ney of near one thousand English miles. 
without any other means than faith in 
God, except that his master, who shed a 
tear al parting with his servant, gave him 
one of his best horses out of his stable 
if fhe brought him back it was well; if 
not. it wasno matter The horse he sold 
on the read, and sent back the whole pro- 
ceeds to Abdullah. This, however, 
though well intended, and done from mo- 
tives the most noble, gave his master great 
offence ai first, as he took it for a want of 
confidence in his friendship. Thus he 
walked by faith. literally, nearly all the 
way home, and found his mother recovered 
thouzh the utter astonishment of seeing 
him so soon, from so immense a distance, 
was almost too much at first. After 
spending a few weeks with his mother, he 
returned to his ‘Tartars again. in the same 
manner as he had left them, and in due 
course his friends were gladdened in heart 
by a letter from him announcing his safe 
arrival at his post again, in health. 

The Commitiee of the London Baptis 
Missionary Society have taken measures 
fo open a correspondence with this newly 
discovered missionary, which will proba 
bly lead toa connexion betweea him and 
the Seiety.

I have 
been so fully convinced of this, that when 
I attend any of the heathen assemblies I 
scarcely ever go near the idol, because 
they are likely to suppose that I counte- 
nance it by my visit.

My Dear A.—]I have forwarded you one 


ty of writing another, to acknowledge the 
reception of yours 
when we were suffering ihe chastisements 
of our heavenly Father. Five or six weeks 
since, Mr. Goodell was attacked with the 
disorder of this climate, and was very ill for 
several days He was beginning to recover 
alittle, when I was taken ill with the bili- | 
ous cholic. For several days IT was in 
much pain, and sumetimes thought, that 
God might be about to take me home. O 
how solemn the thought that death is near! 
That in a few short weeks or even Gays our 
case may be decided forever! The thought 
sometimes indeed is a pleasant and come 
forting one to the Christian. But I think 
in general, when Christians are in health 
and prosperity, they are inclined to think 
of death ata distance. And if the Christi- 
an too often feels thus, what must be the 
feelings of the imperitent, who have no hope 
in the mercy af Christ ! Lam happy tosay 
now, that, through the mercy of God we 
are all restored to our usual health, and 
have the prospect of spending a few more 
days in this dark part ofthe world. Dark 
and desolate indeed is this region. 1 often 
think, that were it not for the few pious 
English residents here, this city would be 
like the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, It 
is greatly to be feared, that but very few of 
the Mahese will ever arrive at the king- 
dom of heaven. ‘The form of religion is 
indeed apparent here, but the realty can- 
not be discerned. No tearsure shed at the 
foot of the cross—no prayes are offered to 
the blessed Jesus The saints are their 
God, while the virgin Mary is exalted above 
the Lord of giory. But I forbear to dwell 
on this subject, as you have probably seen 
su:nething in the Herald or private letters. 
Will my dear A. be concerned to hear, 
that my situation is pleasant, and my tem- 
poral comforts many. We occupy the 
house with our brethren and sisters 1n 
whose society we enjoy much happiness. 
We have also a few pious friends here, who 
treat us with the greatest attention, and fre- 
quently manifest their fliendship by send- 
ing us fruit, wine, &c. Some weeks since 
one of our friends of rank invited a party of 
about twenty to take tea with him.

RUINS OF BALBEC. 
Dr. Richardson, who vised the ruins of | 
the magnificent temple at Baivec, in Syria, | 
in his Jate travels, is of opinion that this was | 
first built by Solomon and rebuilt by the |

stones is simiiar to that of some that were 
cvt at Jerusalem in the ume of that king 
In the walls of that temple are some of the 
heaviest stones that were ever moved by 
human hands or humsn machinery —Dr, 
R. measured one stone, which was 67 feet 
long, 14 broad, ard 9 feet thick ; two others 
were nearly of the same dimensions, and 
three were placed more than 20 feet above 
the foundation. In no other building on 
earth can such ponderous masses be found.

Such being the facts that have been communi- 
cated to us, on this highly interesting subject, 
from the most authentic sources, we, therefore, 
unhesitatingly declare, that our confidence in va- 
cination as a preventive of the natural Small pox, 
remains undiminished. The mild character of the 
vacine has induced many to perform vacination 
who were ignorant of the important distinction 
between the genuine and the spurtous disease. By 
this means errors have been committed, and many 
persons have been left wholly unprotected, by 
having undergone a spurious vacination. It is 
from these unhappy mistakes that so many reports 
get ubroad, affecting the reputation of vacine ino- 
culation. We therefore, recommend to all those 
whe have been vacinated by persons unacquainted 
with the subject; and also to all other doudi/ul 
cases, to undergo this operation a seccnd time.

DELAWARE LEGISLATURE. 


The Legislature of this State met on the 6th 
Instant, ane! chose Jesse Green, Esq Speaker of 
the Senate, and Joshua Baiton, Esq. Speaker of 
the House of Representative-. On the 7th, the 
Governor, Cuaries Tuomas, Exq. presented his 
Message 

The Message is too lengthy for our limits. Its 
chief subjects are the great necessity of adopting 
some efficient plan of general education—he re- 
probates the idea of deterring the introduction of 
public schools for another generation, which must 
be the case, if what is now termed the Schoo/ 
Fund be relied on alone; and theiefore recom- 
mends a general tax for ‘he use of schools He 
observes, “ in « country like ours, where all pow- 
*“ er, directly or indirectly, flows from the people, 
it is matter of astonishment that the diffusion 
* of knowledge, and the extension of religion and 
** morality among the people, were not the first 
*€ objects of public patronage ”—He strongly re- 
commends an alieration of our penal code. “ The 
**penal laws of this State are much severer than 
“those of any vther in the Union, ard 1 believe 
“ that there is no portion of our country, of the 
“same population, where half the number of 
** crimes are committed.” In his view the severity 
of the laws prevent their execution, and here 
crimes are multiplied in proportion as the chance 
of escape is increased. ‘The adoption of the peni 
tentiary system entire, meets his warmest appro- 
bation ; should this not be practicable, the expe- 
timent of tread-mills is recommended, they having 
been found of vast utility, especially in England.— 
He earnestly recommends the abolishment of im- 
prisonment for debt, viewing the “practice so 

“obviously opposed to every principle of justice, 
“and humanity."—He calls ‘he attention of the 
Legislature to the present state of our poor-house 
system, both as regards its inutility and burden- 
sone nature; they “ae rather nurseries of 
“vice than asylums for '!e helpless”—The mili- 
tia sys em he views as important, especial'y in 
the present situation of the world, and recom- 
mends it to particular attention tle evidences a 
strong attachment to the agricultural and manu 
facturing interests of the Sia‘e, especially the 
former, to which he especially solicits public at- 
tention. 

The Message is by no means labored or highly 
colored ; it gives a plain practical view of the sub- 
jectson which it treats, such a view as renders 
every thing plain and familiar to the understand. 
ing of every reader. 

He concludes by saying, “ The happy institu- 
tions from which our blessings immediately flow, 
should be cultivated and cherished as the gifts of 
a beneficent Parent, to whom 1 would jein with 
you in graetful aspirati: ns fur the pasi, and in 
Lumble supptications for the uture ”

IMPORTANT INTIMATIONS. 


Publie curiosity, since the perusal of the 
Presidential message, has turned an in- 
quisitive and scrutinizing eye over the 
Atlantic. Since the surrender of Cadiz, 
for it was not acapture, speculation has 
been excited on the subject of the next 
movement of the Holy Alliance. The 
French armies will be suffered to retire 
into winter quarters; that they will not 
be disgerged upon France, seem highly 
probable. In short, we are inelined to 
the opinion, that South America or Mexi- 
co, is destined for the seene of their opera- 
tions. Various rumors of this kind have 
been in agitation, although nothing certain 
has as yel transpired upon this subject. 

The President, who beyond any other 
man in this country, possesses means of 
intelligence thinks that it is probable such 
an atlempt will be made, or he would not 
have stated in his message, that © the 
United States would deem it unfriendly.” 
In short, we incline to the opinion, that the 
President possesses intelligenee on this 
point, no: communicated to the public. 
All our intereourse with England, we have 
the authority of his message to say, is of 
the most pacifie character He does not 
mention one overture made by us to that 
Government, that has net been eordially 
embraced, ‘To the members of the Holy 
Alliance on the other hand, the message 
wears a countenance frowning and repul- 
sive. The face of ngland is neither 
friendly nor propitious to the allied mon- 
arehs. ax is evident from the recent ap- 
poutment of consols, as commercial a- 
gents for the South American Revublies. 
Now, if these royal parties do intend the 
subjugation of South America, we are 
strongly disposed to think,that an allie 
ance will be formed, offensive and defen- 
sive, between the United States, England, 
and the South Ameriean Republies, as 
wellas wiihthat of Mexico. Let it be re- 
membered, that in the outset of the Span- 
ish invasion, Mr, Canning distinely sta- 
ted to the allied powers, that England 
would depart from her neutrality, if they 
attempted the reeovery of the Spanish 
Provices of America. This was the point 
to which, therefore, they could not move 
without provoking the hostility of the 
English Cabinet—the opinion that the al- 
lies would altempt the recovery of South 
America was entertained by Mr. Canning, 
before the conquest of Spain, and such an 
opinion is entertained by the Presiden’, 
since that event has been accomplished. 
Both Mr. Canning and the President, ex- 
press their determination to resent any at- 
tempt of that kind, and is it reasonable to 
suppose, that they should coneur in so ma 
ny points, without some common under- 
standing between the parties ? We believe 
that an allianee of this kind, isin antici- 
pation, and whether in anticipation or not, 
we are contident that any attempt of this 
kind would bring such an ailiance about.
